At length the idea 
haunted his mind fo inceffantly that he was ren- 
dered perfeétly miferable, and could no longer 
endure life. 

He would have put himfelf to death with his 
own hands, had he not been deterred by the opi.

though upon repentence he is very ready to par- 
don every other crime. He refoWwed, therefore, 
to commit murder, that he might be deprived of 
life by the hand of juitice; and mingling a fen- 
timent of benevolence with the cruelty of his m- 
tention, he refictcd, that if he murdered a grown 
perfon, he might potlibly fend a foul to hell.

From Liverpool. 
[An arrival at Portfmouth, (N. H.) bring Lon- 
don pants to the gth July.

has acknowledged the French Republic, and has 
received Citizen Vernrac in quality of an Am- 
baflador from it. On this occafion, the latter 
prefented a fuperb watch, of the yalue of 6,000 
piaitres, which formerly belonged to the unfor- 
tunate Queen of France. 
; AN ARMISTICE 
is on the point of being concluded between the 
French armiés and the combined powers, on the 
Khine. It is even faid that negociations are on 
the tapis,. which import that France will reftore 
Belgiunr to the houfe of Auftria, with the ex- 
ception of Weft Flanders, and the por Of- 
tend and Nieuport, which will Be c@aed to 
France as an indemnification of the expences of 
the war. 

The FRENCH ARMY in ITALY. 
has obtained recent victories. Onthe zoth, 22d 
and 24th of june, feveral tkirmifhes took place, 
in which the ubligans were fuperior. On the 
25th of une the Auftrians attacked the French 
fines with a force of 30,000—The engagement 
lafted feven hours, when the brave Killerman re- 
pulfed them to a great diftance, killed 3000; 
‘yok 300 prifoners, and carried three important

As the King returned from the houfe of Peers, 
on Saturday, the populace having learnt that the 
fpeech went decifively for a continuance of the 
war, exprefled confiderable diffatisfaction, and 
cried out repeatedly, ‘‘ no war !—but give us 
bread.”” 

July 3.—The right honorable, the Lord May- 
or was yelterday fummoned to attend a contulta- 
tion of the privy council, upon the fubject of a 
fearcity of corn. Minifters have been much oc- 
cupied with this fubject for fome time paft. Ke. 
gulations, it is faid, for rendering the whole of 
the prefent ftock beneficial, by bringing flour in- 
to ule, from which the hutk fhall not be wholly 
excluded, are intended to be adopted and enfor- 
ced by proclamation. 

Yeiterday a court of common council was held 
at Guildhall, when, a report from the commit- 
tee, to confider in what way the poor may be 
relieved from the prefent high price of bread 
was read recommending a fuvicription to be en- 
tered into, for the purpofe of enabling the poor 
to purchafe the quartern Joaf at ad. 1-2 leis than 
the aflize price. On the motion being made to 
agree with the report, it was adjourned till Tuel- 
day next, the Lord Mayor and city members, 
being requeited to attend a privy council on the - 
fubjeét, previous to any refoiuiion deing adopted 
by the court. 

Warsaw, June 17. 

It is now univertally believed, that the fate 
of Poland will foon be decided. Men, who from 
their connexions have an opportunity of peeping 
behind the veil of fecret traalactions, aflure now, 
that Warlaw with three palatinates will be de- 
clared an independent Republic headed by a 
king, but who this king fhall be is as yet a myf- 
tery. Thoie who are in the Ruifian interett, 
pretend to know from cexgain fources, that if the 
Poles fhould choofe Prince Conitantin for their 
King, the Ruflian Emprefs would mot only reftore 
all the has taken from, Poland, but alio oblige 
the partitioning powers to give up their ref{pec- 
tive fhares. However this may be, it is a matter of 
fact, that the three powers grow every day more 
jealous of each other, and it cannot be doubted, 
but they would agree with pleafure, to eftablith 
within their refpective boundaries, fome inde- 
pendent ftates, tha: might fecure them againit 
the fear of being neighbors. * 

The Rufliin troops in our vicinity amount to 
60,000 men divided in eleven corps-and afiem- 
bled in as many camps. ‘The Kuiflian general 
has lately required the Auftrian commander to 
evacuate part of the Palatinates of Chelm and 
Volhynia, which was immediately, though re- 
luctantly complied with.
